Sizing the Carriage to Fit Your Horse 


from the Recreational Driving Committee 


It’s not at all uncommon to see the following scenario at a 
carriage auction -two people are intently looking at a carriage, 
studying it’s balance point, it’s attributes, and it’s suitability. 
Then one turns to the other and says “Yes... but will it fit?” In an 
instant, anyone who just happened to be within earshot is 
gathering around to give their opinion and each secretly marvels 
at the other for the diverse ideas being expressed. And it’s notjust 
at auctions, but at private sales, carriage building shops, and the 
like where the prospective buyer is left to their imagination and 
(oftentimes) faulty memory to judge whether their horse will fit 
the proposed carriage. 

Well, we’re about to do away with that ritual and all it will take 
from you is a pen, aruler, and a pair of scissors. Now here’s what 
we need you to do. First, cut out the card shown later in the 
newsletter and take it out to the barn. Pin it to the wall, place a 
tape measure nearby and wait for a day when you bring your 
horse back in from a drive and while he is still outfitted in his 
harness. Now, with your horse dozing in the cross ties, take your 
tape measure and measure the height from the bottom of the tug 
tothe ground. Mark iton yourcard (youremember, it was pinned 
on the wall so you won’t forget where it was! ). Next, measure (in 
straight lines, please) the distance from the tug to his rump, then 
the distance taken up by his chest, the distance taken up by his 
rump, and, finally, the height from the top of his rump to the 
ground (which should equal his height at the withers). Mark all 
these measurements in the spaces provided. Now measure and 
record the incremental distance your tugs can be moved up or 
down to compensate for differing heights of shafts. (My harness 
allows for 2" up and 2" down) This is of greater importance for 
fitting a cart as opposed to a4 wheel. Take the old guy out of his 
harness, turn him out for a good roll in the dust and take your card, 
pen and ruler over to the vehicle that fits your horse the best. 


Measure and record: the inside distance from shaft to shaft at . 


the singletree or crosspiece, the distance from highest arc of the 
shaft (where your tug should sit) to the crosspiece, or, in the case 
of straight shafts, the distance from the inward bend of the shafts 
to the crosspiece. And, finally, the inside distance from highest 
arc (or inside bend) of left shaft to highest arc (or inside bend) of 
right shaft, where your horse’s chest would reside. 

There! That’s it! Now take your card, fold it in half and stick 
it in your wallet so that the next time you are confronted with the 
ol’ question of “will it fit”, you’ll have your cheat-sheet, com- 
plete with a mini-ruler, ready to dispense all the right answers! 

Now that you have your card safely tucked in your wallet, 
we're going to give you a few tips of how to judge the suitability 
of a carriage. To begin, we’ll address the 2-wheel cart, which 
tends to be the favorite of most of our driving public. First, forget 
what you’ve heard about wheel sizes -they rarely make a whit of 
difference in choosing an appropriate size carriage for your 
horse. What we want you to think instead is: what is the distance 
from shaft arc to ground when the shafts (or vehicle floor) are at 
level, do they float at a level balance point when the vehicle is 
weighted correctly, and are the shafts of adequate length, height 
and breadth to accommodate my horse. 

For both your horse to pull, and for you to drive, at the greatest 
comfort level, the vehicle must be level. While you can carry a 


small contractor’s level around with you, a quick and easy 
method is to place a cup of water, coffee, or any other liquid on 
the floor of the carriage. When the liquid in the cup is deemed 
level, measure the distance from underneath the highest arc of the 
shaft to the ground. Compare this with your card and see how 
close the distance comes to your horse’s “floor to tug” height. 
(Remember, if you need to, you can vary your tugs so feel free to 
factor in those measurements as well.) If the vehicle is several 
inches too small, look and see if you can increase or insert blocks 
between the springs and the axle. Anywhere up to 3" is 
acceptable; 3 1/2" should be maximum. Changing the wheels 
is another option, although expensive. If the vehicle is too big, 
be more careful in your evaluation. While axle blocks can be 
raised or lowered, weight often remains the same and a bigger 
vehicle is generally heavier than a small one... Also fenders can 
be adversely affected (ie, come too close to the wheels), as well 
as dashboard height becoming too low. 

Gigs, village carts, sporting carts and formal carts all sit with 
dashboard level at or slightly above the horse’s croup, the 
meadowbrook and road cart sit below. In all your estimations, 
make sure you judge how much work and money will be involved 
in making this vehicle into the perfect fit before you buy. And, 
if the numbers just don’t work, look elsewhere. And, if the 
vehicle is an antique, with antique shafts, unless you’re planning 
on using it only as a lawn ornament, you should always replace 
the shafts. The shafts should be high enough to ride fairly level 
in the tugs. Shafts set too low at the axle will point upwards at 
your horse’s face and may rise up to poke him in the ears when 
the britching comes into play! If he turns his head towards you 
he may slam his face into the shaft tip, which can really hurt! 

Consider the height of the dashboard; ideally, (though it often 
misses in real life) in a 4-wheel carriage it should be approxi- 
mately level with the horse’s croup, never way below. Certain 
sporting vehicles built for pairs or teams will sport a much higher 
dash in conjunction with the overall design. 

Next, the vehicle must be well within your horse’s capacity to 
pull, ALWAYS factoring in the extra weight of being loaded. 
(Since this subject can involve quite a few variables and a lot of 
discussion, we’ll tackle it in greater detail in the June issue). Step 
back and study the overall design and make sure it suits your 
animal. Remember, pony vehicles are built for ponies, not horses, 
and visa versa. When in doubt, you can take your cue from the 
height of your hands as you would normally hold the reins sitting 
on the seat, i.e.., hand height = croup height = withers height. 

If all the criteria is met, both with measurements and esthetics, 
you can be pretty well assured that you, ol’ Dobbie, and the 
carriage will get along just fine!

Sybil Dukehart Resource Center 
Opens in Maryland 


The Board of the Maryland Council of Equestrian Therapies, 
Inc., (MCET) has voted to establish the Sybil Dukehart Resource 
Center, to be housed at the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
in Timonium, MD. MCET envisions a unique, comprehensive 
source of tapes, books and other publications, available at first to 
the Maryland membership and later to individuals and programs 
throughout the country. Ultimately, the center will expand to 
serve internationally. 

The projected opening date for this, the first facility of its type, 
is May 1, 1993. MCET will host a fund-raising reception to mark 
the occasion. The center will be open two mornings a week, 
staffed by volunteers. By 1994 MCET hopes to hire a paid, part- 
time research associate. And by January of 1995 the resources 
should be available throughout the U.S. 

The center proudly bears the name of Sybil Dukehart, founding 
member of the American Driving Association (ADS), in recog- 
nition of her outstanding contribution to the field of equestrian 
therapy. Ms. Dukehart has always been active in the horse 
industry in Maryland. She has lived in Harford County and 
hunted with the Elkridge-Harford Hunt since 1951. In addition, 
she is a renowned breeder of Welsh and Haflinger ponies. 

In 1982 Ms. Dukehart founded Driving for the Disabled, Inc., 
in Jarrettsville, MD, the only all driving therapeutic program in 
the United States. As a result of her pioneering efforts, a number 
of programs now offer a driving curriculum, and other driving 
centers promised to open in Washington State, California, and 
Michigan. A retired ADS judge, Ms. Dukehart remains active in 
driving and coaching, and has generously given of her time and 
expertise to those interested in this fast-growing area of eques- 
trian therapy.
